quently. rubbed out of 
Socceroo contention 
“until the end of the 
Olympic finals” by 
Australia’s World Cup 
commnittee. 

This weekend the sub- 
stantially larger ASF ex- 
ecutive will hear the 
appeal. 

It is believed McDo- 
wall’s supporters were 
disappointed at not 
being granted a hearing 
in front of an indepen- 
dent tribunal, as the 
World Cup committee 
members are also on the 
Executive, 


“At the moment it is 
virtually a lifetime sus- 
pension for Gary,” said 
Caruso this week. 

“It’s everybody’s 
dream to represent his 
country at the Olympics 
and for Gary the chance 
won’t come again.” 

Socceroo team mana- 
ger for that fateful game 
was Andrew Lederer. It 
is believed he will be cal- 
led to plead McDowall’s 
case at the hearing. 

Most of McDowall’s 
Socceroo team mates 
have been sworn to si- 
lence on the affair since 
the suspension was 
handed down last 
month. 

“He’s a scapegoat, 
for sure,” said one ex- 
perienced Socceroo who 
declined to be named. 

“For the sake of the 
team morale he’s got to 
go to Seoul with us.” 

I believe McDowall 
has only a slim chance of 
a reprieve.

IN his own quiet, unassuming way South Melbourne’s Angie Post- .

ecogiou has developed a habit of taking people by surprise. 


This year it has been by scoring goals — some six in thirteen league 


games to date. 


A remarkable record 
for a defender and even 
more remarkable con- 
sidering the softly-spoken 
22-year-old hadn’t man- 
aged a league or cup goal 
for Hellas in his first four 
senior years. 

But it’s not the first 
time the brilliant young 
Hellas star has done the 
remarkable and virtually 
forced fans to sit up and 
take notice.

But Len McKendry 
obviously saw the raw 
quality and Postecoglou, 
still not even of legal driv- 
ing age, came into the 
team and stayed as he 
stays today. 

At the time his virtually 
unknown name looked 
almost out of place 
amongst Laumets, Yzen- 
doorn, Crino, Egan and 
co. 

Four years down the 
track and he is one of the 
first selected by coach 
Brian Garvey each week. 


And he and his family 
wouldn’t want it any 
other way. 


Postecoglou is Hellas 
through and through. 

If you cut him he'd 
probably bleed blue and 
white. 


Anyway he couldn’t 
leave even if he wanted to 
— his Dad would more 
than likely massacre him. 

“Dad is a Hellas fana- 
tic,’’ Postecoglou ex- 
plained. 

“He NEVER misses a 
game and he rarely even 
misses a training season. 

“I remember him tak- 
ing me to see the team 
when I was very young 
and he brought me down 
to play when I was nine. 

“T’ve played in their 
teams ever since and it 
was always my ambition 
to play in the senior team. 

“When you’re Greek 
you only really want to 
play for Hellas.” 

If playing with South’s 
first team is his only bur- 
ning ambition this like- 
able young man has 
already far surpassed his 
goals.

As Craig’s mother 
Dorothy recalls, his 
being born in Johannes- 
burg was merely be- 
cause they were moving 
around at the time, 
although the family 
didn’t return to New- 
castle until Craig was 
six. 

Schooldays at Boora- 
gul High School saw him 
grouped with many 
youngsters who turned 
out to be outstanding 
exponents on Australian 
Soccer fields.

McClelland and Brett 
Cowburn amongst 
others, and current 
NSW cricketer, Greg 
Geise. 

Around the opposing 
teams, some a little old- 
er and others a shade 
younger, were Graham 
Jennings, Joe Senkalski, 
Kerry Caban, Howard 
Tredinnick and Darren 
Stewart. 

There have been 
some top Soccer stars 
who have come out of 
Lake Macquarie and 
Newcastle. The name of 
Craig Johnston won’t be 
the last.

THE main reason behind Sydney Croatia’s storming back into title 
contention; in the West End National Soccer League; is un- 
equivocally that stirring strike-force up front.

Schaefer’s NSL 
coaching record is im- 
pressive. 

Under Schaefer Syd- 
ney Olympic had its 
most successful years, 
winning the NSL Cup in 
1983 and 1985, the 
Northern Division 
League in 1986 and the 
Northern Division 
Grand Finals of 1984 
and 1986. 

In 1984 and 1986 
Schaefer’s national title 
hopes were thwarted at 
the final hurdle when 
Olympic went down in 
the NSL Grand Final to 
South Melbourne Hellas 
and Adelaide City re- 
spectively.

BY beating Sydney Croatia 1-0 on Sunday, 
Sunshine George Cross surpassed the total 
points tally it got last season when it man- 
aged to avoid relegation by the skin of its 
teeth. 


The 16 points from 15 matches (compared to the 
15 from 24 games last season) have also taken Cross 
back to the verge of a top five spot. 

A group of supporters felt that the two points 
from this match put an end to fears of another 
relegation struggle, but the level headed remain 
conscious of the limitations in John Gardiner’s 
squad and that anything above the bottom two spots 
is a bonus. 

If the torrent of abuse the George Cross players 
had to endure for their defensive stance is any 
indication, the majority of fans are now expecting 
their side to go out and thrash sides every week 
tegardless of the opposition. 

Gardiner, aware that Sydney Croatia had won its 
last four matches and was unbeaten in the past six, 
opted to play a five-man backline from the outset 
and although he admitted it wasn’t pretty to watch, 
he was prepared to sacrifice entertainment to get 
points on the board. 

“We'd lost the last couple of games and I felt we 
needed to consolidate. Defensively I thought we did 
tremendously well,” Gardiner said. 

The coach added that he meant to change the 
pattern as the game wore on but since Croatia kept 
persisting with long balls and retained four at the 
back to look after lone striker Gary Clark, he de- 
cided to see out the 90 minutes the same way. 

Cross took a surprise lead after only six minutes of 
play when the treacherous slippery surface deceived 
Vedran Rozic and allowed Les Carter to nip in and 
rob him of the ball. 

Carter made ground down the centre and un- 
leashed a low shot from the edge of the area which 
nestled sweetly into the back of the net out of 
Anthony Franken’s grasp. 

Franken was reduced to a spectator’s role for 
most of the remainder of the game but for all the 
amount of possession that the visitors in those 84 
minutes. they found it hard to make inroads towards 
the Cross goal and really only created two clearcut 
chances. 

Manis Lamond, scorer of six goals in the past 
seven games, played a part in both and will consider 
himself unlucky not to have scored in the 72nd 
minute when John Campelj misjudged a jump and 
allowed a high ball to fall nicely for the striker to hit 
a shot which eluded Sean Keogh but came off the 
foot of the post. 

Lamond had earlier crossed nicely for Mark Jones 
to get a header on goal but the ball skimmed just 
wide of the far post with Keogh beaten. 

George Cross depended on rare breakaways from 
scoring chances but on most occasions Clark got 
little protection from the referee in his one-on-one 
tussles with Alan Hunter and the only time a break 
seemed on the cards, Robert Markovac was uncere- 
moniously hacked down by Shane Clinch. 

Croatia, which has started the match without in- 
form striker Robbie Slater, brought on forwards 
Craig Foster and Tony Krslovic as substitutes for 
midfielders but the newcomers made no difference 
to the pattern of the game and the desperate last 
minute efforts on goal by Graham Amold and Hun- 
ter finished wide of the mark.

THE launching of the 
newly formed Amer- 
ican Soccer League 
was marked on April 8 
with a match between 
the Miami Sharks and 
the New Jersey 
Eagles. 

Ten teams, split into a 
north and south division, 
will stand as represent- 
atives of football along 
the east coast of the USA. 

Even though the big 
and expensive names 
were missing in the new 
League setup, the crowds 
at the first few matches 
numbered between 4,000 
and 11,000, exceeding all 
expectations. 

The financial frame- 
work behind the new 
league is worth noting. 
The team’s budgets are 
not allowed to go over the 
$US300,000 mark, so as 
to guarantee the project’s 
stable growth. 

The United States Soc- 
cer Federation is allowed 
to check the books and 
players’ contracts, and 
has provided for sanctions 
in the case of infringe- 
ments, Even the coach’s 
salary is included in the 
maximum budget. 

Contracts with players 
are concluded for four 
months, enabling the 
players to take up other 
lucrative pursuits in view 
of the modest football 
salaries they receive. 

Each team has 18 play- 
ers under contract, 15 of 
whom must be American 
citizens or foreigners with 
a permanent resident's 
permit. 

The fixtures allow for 
20 qualifying games 
resulting in play-offs 
among the first two teams 
in each group. 

If after 90 minutes the 
game ends in a draw, a 
penalty shoot-out decides 
which team is awarded 
the three points for the 
winner. 

The ASL’s celebrities 
are to be found among 
the coaches. Carlos 
Alberto, with the Brazi- 
lian world champions in 


Mexico in 1970, is train- 
ing the Miami Sharks; 
Wim Suurbier, the former 
Dutch international, is 
coach to the Fort Lauder- 
dale Strikers, and Rodney 
Marsh, the former Eng- 
land international, is 
training the Tampa Bay 
Rowdies. Four of the ten 
teams are in Florida. 

The Western Soccer 
Alliance, along the west 
coast of the USA, has 
started up its competition 
fixtures again. 

Its six teams are San 
Diego Nomads, FC Seat- 
tle Storm, San José 
Earthquakes, Los 
Angeles Heat, FC Port- 
land and the California 
Kickers. 


IT’S a tale of three 
cities, as Brisbane, 
Sydney and Melbou- 
rne compete to be- 
come the Australian 
city to seek the right 
to host the 1996 Olym- 
pic Games. 

Brisbane’s elevation to 
take on the cities of much 
greater population says a 
deal for the way in which

PAUL Mariner has made his mark as one of the 


top international strikers England has produced 


businessman.

Mariner and a friend 
started the company on 
a small scale but it has 
become a very lucrative 
concern with the likes of 
Peter Beardsley and 
Terry Butcher also pro- 
viding their “custom.” 
Mariner explains that 
he also looks after the 


& player pools at Glasgow 


Rangers and Glasgow 
Celtic. 

“While many players 
have their own personal 
arrangements for all the 
things they put their 
names to, major clubs 
have a pool and the boys 
put all their money in 
and split it up at the end 
of each season. 

“We look after quite a 
few well known players 
and clubs and charge a 
percentage of the busi- 
ness we get for them. 

“With Maradona, we 
look after all his affairs 
in Europe and naturally 
that involves a lot of 
money.” 

In addition, Mariner 
is a partner in a finance 
company and said he al- 
ways wanted to make 
sure he invested his Soc- 
cer wages wisely so he 
would have something 
to fall back on when he 
hangs up his boots. 

As far as the English 
First Division is con- 
cerned that might 


- and he is now proving he is a very shrewd 


already having hap- 
pened. 

After his club, 
Portsmouth, failed to 
dodge relegation recent- 
ly, manager Alan Ball 
told Mariner he is up for 
grabs. “I will just have 
to sit by the phone and 
see what offers I get 
when I go home,’’ 
Mariner said. 

Naturally with his 
business concerns he 
isn’t too worried and 
might even decide to 
spend a lot more time in 
Australia. 

“This is my third trip 
here and I really love 
the place,” he said after 
playing his first game 
with Wollongong. 

It wasn’t a memorable 
debut as the Wolves lost 
3-0 to a very slick Syd- 
ney Croatia. “They are 
a very good side,”’ was 
Mariner’s comment. 


Scoring 


Mariner made his 
mark with Ipswich, 
where he played 260 
games and put in a total 
of 97 goals. 

In 35 appearances for 
his country he scored 14 
times, two of them in 
the World Cup finals 
staged in Spain. The 
goals were in the open- 
ing match against 
France and the other 
against East Germany. 

Mariner started his 
career late by UK stan- 
dards, signing with third 
division Plymouth when 
he was 20. 


Two years earlier he 
broke a leg playing with 
Chorley in what was 
then the Northern Pre- 
mier League, serving an 
apprenticeship as a 


mechanical engineer at 
the same time. 

He “‘learned the 
trade’’ at Plymouth 
under former England 
goalkeeper Tony Wai- 
ters and after five games 
in the reserves hit home 
two goals in his first 
team debut. 

That was in the 1973- 
74 season and by 1976 
he had been signed by 
Ipswich manager Bobby 
Robson for $300,000 
and became a scourge 
among opposing de- 
fences. 

Originally he formed 
a dual strike force with 
Trevor Whymark and 
later ran off the likes of 
Eric Gates and Alan 
Brazil, who by coinci- 
dence is also with Wol- 
lJongong this season. 

Brazil returned from 
England for a third spell 
with Wollongong at the 
weekend and they were 
reunited against Preston 
at Connor Reserve on 
Sunday. 

A year after joining 
Ipswich, Mariner was 
selected for England 
and went on as a sub in 
the game against Lux- 
embourg at Wembley. 

He scored his first in- 
ternational goal against 
Luxembourg in an away 
game soon after. 

Arsenal paid Ipswich 
$120,000 for Mariner 
but after arriving at 
Highbury he became 
plagued by Achilles ten- 
don trouble and had an 
operation which kept 
him sidelined from 
October to March in his 
first season. 


New start 


Mariner moved to 
Portsmouth at the start 
of the 1986-87 season 
and said it was tough 
going at Fratton Park 
this season fighting to 
avoid the drop. 

“TI didn’t get many 


goals but then five of the 
games I played in were 
at centre-half,” Mariner 
said. 

On a team level, 
Mariner regards the FA 
Cup final Ipswich pulled 
off over Arsenal in 1978 
as the highlight of his 
career. 

A Roger Osborne 
goal was enough to give 
Ipswich the trophy after 
one of the big upsets of 
recent years. “Winning 
the Cup is a real team 
thing and it was marvel- 
lous for us because we 
didn’t manage to win the 
league,” he said. 

“Tt was virtually the 
same squad that missed 


out on the league three 
times, finishing second 
each occasion. 

“That was really the 
disappointment of my 
time at Ipswich.” 

Of his immediate fu- 
ture, Mariner says he 
wants to have a good 
look at Australian Soc- 
cer and the standard on 
the NSL. 

“T am really enjoying 
myself so far and the 
Wollongong boys are a 
great bunch and keen to 
do well,” he said. _ 

“‘Maybe if I stay 
around to the end of the 
season I might win the 
league championship I 
didn’t get with Ipswich.” 

Wolves’ coach John 
Fleming no doubt would 
love to that 
eventuate.

Fiji tour an aid 


Maroons prepare for Blues 


QUEENSLAND coach Bruce Stowell believes 
the Maroons recent tour to Fiji will help the side 
in its bid to down NSW at Perry Park on Sunday, 
June 13 — despite the Maroons losing the 
series and their 11-game undefeated run. 

Stowell took to Fiji a squad of 15 players which 
included none of the 10 Brisbane Lions NSL players he 
took to New Zealand last year. Fourteen of this year’s 
State squad were from XXXX League clubs with Gold 
Coast’s Paul Cockbain the party. 

Prior to the tour eight of the 15 had never played for 
the state, but by the end, several had indicated they 
were set for long and successful representative careers. 

“As a touring group, this must rank with the New 
Zealand tour in that we brought 15 players of which 14 
had never been to Fiji before and had no idea what to 
expect. It was a totally different tour to New Zealand 
with regard to opposition, climate and so on. The fact 
that every player became a friend on tour and not only a 
playing partner was of the great success that will help in 
our preparations for the interstate game,” Stowell said. 

Queensland played two scoreless draw against the 
Fijians before losing the final match 3-1, a game in 
which local referee Nardeo Mishra made some of the 
most sensational decisions, including denying the 
Maroons a penalty at 1-0 down when Fiji keeper Nasoni 
Buli threw Queensland’s Billy Williamson out of the 
penalty box as he was about to shoot. 

Despite the disappointment of the loss, which ended 
Queensland’s 11-game unbeaten run which had stretch- 
ed back to May 1985, Stowell said the tour had ex- 
panded his selection base for the interstate match. 

“I have had the chance to see players in three games 
that were all very different. I have been able to see the 
reactions of players, not only within their own positions 
and own game, but in relation to playing with others 
players, who also were not always playing in their 
rightful positions. It showed me the character of some 
players and their ability to adjust,” he added. 

Stowell said he would now select those who had 
performed in Fiji and combine them with the best of the 
Lions squad to prepare for the interstate clash, which 
ended in a 1-1 draw last season. 

Queensland scored only one goal on the tour, and 
while it was claimed by defender Noel Greenhalgh, 
Fijian defender Abraham Watkins did a lot to help the 
ball into the net. Stowell said the lack of fire power 
concerned him, but he believes the problems cam be 
solved by interstate game time.

the whole tour. 

Queensland coach 
Bruce Stowell dismissed 
the claims as “rubbish’’. 

“They don’t even 
warrant comment and if 
that is their attitude then 
I think we should look at 
touring somewhere else 
in future,” he said.

Perkins 
to aid 
Mansan 


ACTSF president 
Charlies Perkins will 
take up the case of 
Juventus’ star defen- 
der Abdul Mansan, 
who has been told he 
must return to Fiji. 

The ruling has shocked 
Mansan and officials of 
ACT first-division club 
Juventus, who have built 
their team around the 24- 
year-old former Fijian in- 
ternational over the last 
three years. 

The problem arose 


when Mansan, who has 
been living and working 
in Canberra on a tempor- 
ary resident’s permit, 
applied to the Depart- 
ment of Immigration for 
full resident status. 

He receive a letter from 
the department rejecting 
his application and 
saying, in effect, that he 
should not have been 
granted temporary resi- 
dence in the first place. 

The key paragraph 
teads, “Nor are you eligi- 
ble to be sponsored as a 
Soccer player or coach by 
Juventus Soccer Club. 
Only clubs that have Soc- 
cer teams in the current 
national or state leagues 
are considered eligible to 
sponsor overseas players 
and coaches. As Juventus 


Soccer Club does not 
meet this criterion for the 
1988 season that club is 
no longer considered 
eligible to sponsor you for 
temporary residence or 
permanent residence.” 

Yet, as club president 
Joe Fusca points out, 
Juventus’ status is un- 
altered from the time it 
first sponsored Mansan 
and other players from 
Fiji who have since been 
granted full residence 
status. 

Fusca, who said his 
club would support Man- 
san’s appeal, said Juven- 
tus had been sponsoring 
players successfully for 
more than 10 years. Dur- 
ing that period other 
clubs, such as Croatia 
Deakin and Concordia- 


Canberra, had done the 
same. 

“We maintain that as a 
member of the ACT first 
division we are in a state 
league,’ he said. “Our 
competition has always 
been recognised as such} 
by the Austrlaian Soccer 
Federation. 

“IT can only think that 
people in the Department 
of Immigration have got 
their wires crossed. 

“T would have to say 
that Abdul is one of the 
best players we have ever 
had. His work in the first 
team has been invaluable 
and he has been doing 
valuable coaching work 
with some of the young 
boys.”” 

Perkins said he would 
be seeing what he could 


do to help Hansan, who is 
in full-time employment 
as a printer.

The Commission, through its Chief Administra- 
tor, Nick Geronimous, is trying hard to lift the 
image of Soccer in WA with little gimmicks such as 
team photographs with pictures printed on the back, 
and then flooding WA with them. 

Soon a weekly combined magazine/programme 
will be released that is likely to be given away free 
throughout the metropolitan area.

CONTRAST ADDEDSPICE 
TO FACUP FINAL

THIS year’s FA Cup Final presented the 
biggest contrast between antagonists 
since 1883 when Lancashire’s Blackburn 


Olympic; 


comprised of ex-mill workers and 


coal miners, broke’ the true blue amateurs’ 
atranglehold on the Cup in its early years 
by defeating the London-based aristocrats 


Old Etonians. 


105 years on, it was 
the Lancastrians, Liver- 
pool, who were recog- 
nised as the sophisticates 
and London’s Wimble- 
don as the upstarts. 

Formed in 1892, 
Liverpool entered the 
English League a year 
later and, in the in- 
tervel time, has won 
17 League Champion-: 
ships, 3 FA Cups, 4 
Football League Cups, 4 
European Champions’ 
Cups and 2 UEFA Cups. 

Wimbledon is actually 
older — being founded 
in 1889, but it did not 
turn professional until 
1964 and entered the 
League thirteen years 
later. It had yet to cap- 
ture a major trophy. 

The Merseysiders had 
appeared at Wembley; 


in FA Cup Finals, 
League Cup Finals, 
Charity Shield encoun- 
ters and a European 
Champions’ Cup Final, 
on a total of 22 occa- 
sions. Wimbledon’s ex- 
perience of the ‘‘hal- 
lowed turf’ was con- 
fined to one appearance 
in the now defunct FA 
Amateur Cup in 1963 
and a 40 minute long 
“‘kickaround’”’ during 


extended well beyond 
their historical b: 


grounds. For whilst . 
Liverpool 


was 

some stunning Soccer 
this season to dominate 
the English First Divi- 
sion, Wimbledon con- 
tented itself consolidat- 


ing a place in the top 
grade with a style of play 
that relied primarily 
upon fitness, fighting 
quality, team spirit and 
the delivery of the ball 
into opponents’ penalty 
areas by the most direct 
route possible. 

The football purists 
(or “Soccer poets”, as

AISF look to Italy 


IN April 1986 the AISF and FIFUSA signed 
the official contract for the staging of the 
1988 World Indoor Soccer Championships 


(FUT/SAL) in Australia. 


At the time Australia 
had to beat off stern 
challenges to host the 
tournament from 
favourites Paraguay and 
the United States. 

FIFUSA in its wisdom 
saw Australia’s side of 
the argument, based on 
the fact that South 
America alreay had the 
championships in Brazil 
in 1981. 

Europe had the 1985 
championships in Spain 
and as it stood Oceania 
was next in line. Ulti- 
mately Australia and the 
USA reached an agree- 
ment resulting in the 
North Americans with- 
drawing their bid. 

The agreement be- 
tween FIFUSA and 
Australia was that the 
first 10 countries would 
be rated in order of 


world ranking and so the 
elite would be given first 
opportunity to partici- 
pate. Following this 
then, the host country 
would reserve the right 
to invite the remaining 
six nations, totalling 16 
— the maximum num- 
ber agreed upon. 

For the next 18 
months no more was 
said, until this week that 
is, with Paraguay still 
brooding over having 
lost the race to host the 
Cup, decided in their 
misery not to honour the 
Australian tournament 
with their presence and 
finally decided not to 
participate in October, 
as was their right to do 
so as they are rated no.2 
in the world. 

The AISF was not 
overly concerned at 


Paraguay’s decision 
however, and have 
already informed FIFU- 
SA that it would invite 
another country from 
Europe, namely Italy. 
FIFUSA on the other 
hand have stated they 
hold the right to replace 
Praguay with another 
South American coun- 
try, incredibly their 
choice being — Costa 
Rica! 

The AISF then duly 
explained to FIFUSA 
that in Australia no one 
would go out of their 
way to see Costa Rica, 
whereas the Italians 
would be very popular 
indeed. 

FIFUSA does not 
agree and we will not 
give in, but the AISF’s 
view is — if they have to 
play the bills as they 
have agreed to do so, 
then they expect to have 
the choice of which 
country they want to 
participate.

NO matter how good you are there will be a time when you suffer 
the anguish of losing. Losing is unavoidable but like most events 
in life it provides an excellent learning experience. In fact I’m sure 
that, if approached correctly, a loss will teach you more than you 
can ever learn from a win. 


First let’s get the de- 
finition of losing clar- 
ified. As a coach I have 
always separated getting 
beaten by a better side 
and losing because it 
was my team’s fault. 
When you get beaten by 
a better side, and you 
played your best, a loss 
is not so hard to take. 
That’s not to say you 
accept defeat. However 
if you played as well as 
you could, at that stage 
of your development, 
then you at least have 
the right attitude. 

When you lose be- 
cause your team did not 
play to their ability then 
It’s obvious that they 
have let themselves 
down. This situation is 
not so easy to take. 

So what do you do 
when you suffer a loss? 
Well, although you feel 
depressed and frus- 
trasted it’s no point 
allowing this to carry on 
for too long. Of course 
it’s not natural to walk 
off laughing and joking. 
This would indicate that 
you don’t care about 


yourself or your team. If 
you’re smart you will 
plan ahead and decide 
how you will react when 
you do get beaten. 

The first thing to do, 
and the only thing to do, 
is think. To structure 
your thinking ask your- 
self the following ques- 
tions: 

@ Did I give a totally 
committed physical 
effort? 

@ Was I mentally pre- 
pared? 

@ What could I have 
done to improve my 
effort?

Under- 
stand its natural to feel 
disappointed, if you 
didn’t you would not 
care for yourself, your 
team-mates or your 
club. Accept the di- 
sappointment but make 
sure you think. Think 
until you have satisfac- 
tory answers to the 
questions you put to 
yourself. When you 
have the answers then 
get on with enjoying 
your lite, 

The sun will come up 
and life goes on. If you 
accept not only the 
reason for a loss but also 
the responsibility then 
you are on the way to 
becoming a good player. 
Good players always 
think a lot, that how 
they learn and thats why 
they don’t get beaten 
very often.

More keen whistlers needed 


Firstly, Mr Cullinan 
informs me that, due to 
each association having 
to play many rain post- 
poned matches, referees 
have been in short sup- 
ply for Sunday sche- 
duled Youth League 
matches. 

Unfortunately each 
association has less re- 
ferees to call on for Sun- 
day matches and hence 
delegate all available 
officials to local 
matches. 

The second complaint 
targets the standard of 
refereeing. 

From my own discus- 
sions with various re- 
ferees, it appears that 
often referees associa- 
tions supply Youth 
League with whoever is 
available, while some 
use the same referees 
every week. 

There are however a 
number of associations 
who supply Youth 
League with their best 
men, and these are to be 
congratulated. 

Surely it would be 
worthwhile for all 
associations to take the 
attitude that, with the 
exception of State and 
National Champion- 
ships, the Youth League 
competition is the pre- 
mier competition and 
therefore only the best 


referees should be 
appointed. 

As Youth League is 
generally played by the 
best available players in 
each age bracket and 
one would like to think 
it was coached and 
administered by the best 
available coaches to 
administrators, then it 
stands to reason that 
only the best referees 
should referee. 

As is the case with 
players, referees should 
take the attitude that it 
is an honour to referee 
such high standard 
matches. 

With regard to this 
particular complaint it 
should be noted that 
generally concerns only 
come from losing sides, 
although it would also 
be fair to say that a win- 
ning team is less likely to 
be motivated to com- 
plain. 

The third major prob- 
lem is that very often 
U13’s receive no re- 
ferees and therefore one 
unofficial referee runs 
the match. 

It has been a problem 
for a number of years 
and will continue to be 
for a while, as three re- 
fereeing officials will run 
three games, and these 
are usually the 14’s, 15’s 
and 17’s, and it is diffi-

BILL Cullinan, Sydney Branch competition 
secretary, and Bill Lodge, referee appoint- 
ments officer, have been receiving a num- 
ber of complaints recently regarding three 
different aspects of the Youth League com- 
petition in respect to referees. 


cult therefore to sche- 
dule officials for four 
matches. 

A possible solution 
for all three problems is 
for each referees 
association to nominate 
four or five referees at 
the beginning of the sea- 
son to represent their 
association in a Sydney 
Branch referees associa- 
tion. 

The Branch referees 
appointments officer 
would then have 80 to 
100 referees available to 
be distributed through- 
out the 56 Youth 
League matches played 
each weekend. 

If each group of the 
three referees ran two 
matches ie 13s and 14s, 
15s and 17s then 84 refs 
would be used each 
round. Obviously using 
this method only two 
would actually referee 
while the third would 
line both matches. 


This minor problem 
could be overcome 
either by paying a set fee 
to each referee irrespec- 
tive of whether he lines 
or referees, and the 
appointments officer 
being sure to rotate 
them evently — or by 
two of the three 
appointments being 
senior referees and the 
third being a junior who 
is receiving encourage- 
ment and experience. 

Using this method it 
would also be possible 
for either group of re- 
ferees to return to their 
own association during 
the morning or after- 
noon in order to run 
more games should they 
wish. 

In the meantime 
maybe we all should 
take it a bit easy on re- 
ferees, as we really do 
need them, perhaps 
even more than they 
need us.

ENGLAND’s Young Footballer of the Year Paul Gas- 
coigne opened up a $A4,899,600 transfer campaign 
yesterday by announcing he wants to leave Newcastle 
United. 

The England under-21 international being chased by 
Liverpool, Manchester United, Everton, Arsenal, Tot- 
tenham and Glasgow Rangers, has rejected a three-year 
contract worth $44,899 a week, after earlier refusing a 
five-year agreement to stay at Newcastle. 

“The offers have been fantastic financially, but 
money doesn’t bother me,” said the 20-year-old mid- 
fielder. 

“I want to win things and I feel I have a better chance 
of achieving that if I move on.” 

Gascoigne still has a year of his contract to run, but 
Newcastle seems sure to sell him now for the highest 
Possible price, rather than wait until the end of next 
season and risk having the fee slashed by a tribunal.

yx Real Madrid clinhed its 23rd Spanish League 
title (and 3rd in succession) in impressive style 
— defeating Real Betis 6-0. 

yx Northern Ireland national team manager Billy 
Bingham has won a tug-of-war with his English 
counterpart Bobby Robson for the services of Kins- 
ley Black. The Luton Town midfielder, who was 
born in England but is also eligible for the Six 
Counties because of his Belfast born father, re- 
ceived invitations to join both the England under 21 
squad and the Irish senior squad within 24 hours of 
each other and opted for the latter. He has already 
won English youth international caps. 

yx A persistent knee injury has, according to 
reports from Frankfurt, rendered veteran West 
German forward Klaus Allofs very doubtful for 
the European Championship finals in June. 

yx Former French international midfielder Alain 
Giresse has confirmed that he will retire at the end 
of the current season. 

vx England looked nothing like potential Euro- 
pean Champions when it drew 0-0 with Hungary 
in a lacklustre friendly internationals at 
Budapest. 

yy Eire gained its seventh successive win when 
Yugoslavia was defeated 2-0 in Dublin. Both goals 
came from John Sheridan corners headed home by 
central defenders — Mick McCarthy and Kevin 
Moran, who scored in the 24th and 64th minutes 
respectively. 

yx Sweden continued the excellent form dis- 
played when winning the Four Nations Tourna- 
ment in West Berlin recently as Wales were 
crushed 4-1 at Stockholm. Hans Holmqvist (2), 
Glenn Stromberg and Hans Eskilsson scored 
for the Swedes, with Glynn Hodges claiming the 
solitary Welsh goal. 

vx Hellenic Soccer received a welcome boost when 
Greece beat Holland 5-2 on aggregate in the Euro- 
pean Under 21 Championship semi final. The other 
finalists are France — 6-4 winners over England. 

7x Italy cruised to a 3-0 win over a Luxembourg 
side comprised entirely of home-based semi 
professionals. Ricardo Ferri, Giuseppe Bergomi 
and Luigi Di Agostini all scored before half time. 
yx USSR produced one of its less-distinguished dis- 
plays when drawing 1-1 in Czechoslovakia. Lobarno 
Vik’s 62nd minute goal was equalised by Oleg Pro- 
tasov nine minutes from the end. 

yx Jurgen Klinsmann scored the vital goal as 
West Germany continued its European 
Championship finals build up with a less than 
convincing 1-0 win over Switzerland. — E52 
yx Denmark was also far from impressive during its 
1-0 loss to Austria in Vienna. To compound Danish 
misery, the only goal came when Klaus Berggren 
turned the ball into his own net.

MECHELEN’S

MECHELEN of Belgium 
won its first major 
European Soccer tro- 
phy with a 1-0 defeat of 
holder Ajax Amsterdam 
in the final of the Cup 
Winners’ Cup in Stras- 
bourg. 

Ajax, reduced to 10 
men for 74 minutes of the 
game, came back strongly 
in the second half but 
could not find the 
equaliser. 


A powerful header by 
Mechelen’s Pieter den 
Boer after 53 minutes, 
following some inspired 
footwork and an accurate 
cross by Israeli internatio- 
nal Eli Ohana, ended the 
Dutch team’s hold of the 
trophy it lifted in Athens 
a year ago. 

Ajax right back Danny 
Blind was sent off after 16 
minutes when he brought 
down the rampant Marc 
Emmers. 

Ajax displayed great 
determination in attemp- 
ting to carry the game to 
its opponents. 

The Dutch team was 
unfortunate not to gain a 
penalty on two occasions. 

First, after 39 minutes, 
Aron Winter appeared to 


be pulled down by Wim 
Hofkens as he ran free in 
the penalty area. 

One minute later Rob 
Witschge seemed to be 
pushed by Mechelen cap- 
tain and sweeper Leo 
Clijstern. 

Ajax goalie Stanley 
Menzo made a splendid 
save in the last seconds of 
the first half to push a 
header by Pascal de 
Wilde round the post. 


BRAZILIAN-born Jose 
Mehdi Faria, who 
coached the Moroccan 
Soccer squad that 
reached the Mexico 
World Cup finals in 
1986, has been dismis- 
sed by the Royal Moroc- 
can Football Federa- 
tion, Officials said today.

EUROPEAN CHAMPIONSHIP

IT wasn’t all that long ago that Holland 
seemed destined for the international Soc- 
cer history books as a “one era wonder”. 

Those of us old enough to stretch our memories 
back to the 1974 World Cup Finals remember with 
great affection the Johan Cruyff led side that graced 
the tenth Mundial with their “total football” — a 
potent, fluent style which demanded eight or nine 
players to constructively move upfield, when the 
team held possession. 

Sadly, complacency against West Germany play- 
ing before 78,000 of their own supporters in the final 
robbed the Dutch of a richly deserved World 


Championship. — 

Holland remained a major power until the end of 
the 1970s and then slipped back to what they had 
been for almost 60 years — merely a middle ranking 
European nation. 

Those claiming to be eable in such 
shook their heads and lamented that the land of 
cheese and windmills could never hope to take the 
Soccer world by storm again — its population was

BREUKELEN (PSV

BERRY VAN AERLE 
(PSV EINDHOVEN): Was 
moved to midfield from 
right back last year, after 


eluctantly returning to 
‘SV from Antwerp in 
selgium to help out in an 
-Ajury crisis, and played 
so well in his new role 
that he made a senior in- 
ternational debut against 
Poland just three months 
later — when he laid on

ADRI VAN TIG-

LECHT): Usually plays at 
left back for Anderlecht, 
the club he helped to win 
the Belgian Champion- 
ship last year after mov- 
ing from unfashionable 
Groningen, but more 
often is utilisted as a 
sweeper for midfielder 
when on national team 
duty.

(AJAX): One of four 
squad members with a 
Surinamese background;

RONALD SPELBOS 
(AJAX): Veteran central 
defender with over 300 
league appearances to his 
name in a career that has 
seen service with Amers- 
foort, AZ67, Hilversum 
and Bruges (Belgium), as 
well as Ajax. 

Played in the 1981 
UEFA Cup Final for 
AZ67, but missed last 
year’s European Cup 
Winners’ Cup Final 
through a knee injury 
which has haunted him

RUUD GULLIT (AC 
MILAN): Current Euro- 


pean and World Foot- 
baller of the Year — the 
only serious rival to 
Diego Maradona as the 
greatest player in the 
game today. 

Originally a sweeper, 
but now a midfielder of 
immense strength and 
great skill, he played for 
Meerbuys, DWS Amster- 
dam, Haarlem, Feye- 
noord and PSV Eind- 
hoven before a 
$12,000,000 transfer took 
him to Italy last year.

JOHN BOSMAN 
(AJAX): Excellent striker; 
particularly dangerous 
with his head, he has 
scored consistently at club 
level since signing pro- 
fessional forms for Ajax 
four years ago and broke 
a fifty year old record 
when scoring five for Hol- 
land against Cyprus in 
1987. 

Has already rejected 
several offers to play for 
major clubs outside of 
Holland. 


WIM KIEFT (PSV 
EINDHOVEN): Won 
Europe’s “Golden Boot” 
award in 1983, when a 19 
year old and playing for 
Ajax, as the continent’s 
top goalscorer. He then 
went to Italy and experi- 
enced mixed fortunes 
with Pisa and Torino be- 
fore PSV brough him 
home last year. 

Has cost over 
$3,000,000 in transfer 
fees.

GERALD VANEN- 
BURG (PSV EIND- 
HOVEN): Feted as “The 
Dutch Garrincha’”’ be- 
cause of the brilliant ball 
control displayed during 
his remarkable debut sea- 
son in senior Soccer with 
Ajax seven years ago, he 
subsequently suffered a 
dramatic form loss.
